1. (Currently Amended) A method of displaying a plurality of cons that :an be 
selected by a user from a display on a mobile terminal, the method con-prising tho steps 
of: 

(a) receiving a plurality of messages from message sources; 

(b) comparing one or more characteristics associated with each < f the plurxlity of 
messages to one or more context values that are specific to the ustr of the nobile 
terminal; 

(c) deteirnining a proximity associated with each message source in relaion tD 
the mobile terminal ; ^ 

(d) associating an icon with each of the plurality of messages; 

(e) representing, in a priority section of the display, a first icon correspon* ling to 
a message having one or more characteristics that best match the one or more context 
values using a display format that is enlarged in relation to other icons in the priority 
section; and 

(f) representing, in a proximity section of the display, a second icon 
corresponding to a message source having the closest proximity using a display format 
that is enlarged in relation to other icons in the proximity sectio n, wherein the pre ximity 
section is separately located from the priority section on the display . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein step (c) compnses calculiting a 
physical proximity to the mobile terminal. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein step (c) comprses calcul iting a 
temporal proximity. 
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4. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein step (b) comprises the step of 
comparing characteristics and context values that relate to a time of day. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein step (b) compises the ? tep of 
comparing a service associated with one or more of the messages during the time nf day, 
such that certain services will be preferred over other services during tr e parti culi x time 
of day. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein step (b) composes the !*tep of 
comparing a price associated with a service corresponding to one or more of the plurality 
of messages. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1, 

wherein step (b) comprises the step of comparing services of a user-specified 
type, and 

wherein step (e) comprises the step of displaying icons corresponding to tb 3 user- 
specified type of services in the enlarged format. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1, 

wherein step (b) comprises the step of comparing a user-specified gride of 
services, and 

wherein step (e) comprises the step of displaying icons correspoi iding to the user- 
specified grade of services in the enlarged format. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein step (d) comprises ex tracing an 
icon from one of the plurality of messages. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 1 ? wherein in step (b) at east some of the 
characteristics are extracted from the message. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein in step (b) at le* st one of i he one 
or more context values are set by the user of the mobile terminal. 
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12. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising the step o£ in refiponse 
to the user selecting one of the icons, launching an application progran associated with 
the selected icon. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12, wherein the application program 
comprises a program that displays text included in the message correspor ding to th*; icon. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the priority sec don comp rises i 
navigation bar formed along a portion of a bottom of the display. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the proximity s action comprises 
a navigation bar formed along a portion of the bottom of the display. 

1 6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein one of the priorit / section znd the 
proximity section comprises a navigation bar formed along at least a po tion of a 1 K>ttom 
of the display. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 16, wherein the other or 3 of the priority 
section and the proximity section comprises a navigation bar formed along at east a 
portion of a side of the display. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the priority secti >n and proximity 
section comprise separate rows formed along a portion of a bottom of tht display. 

section comprise separate columns formed along a portion of a side of th t display. 

20. (Currently Amended) A method of displaying a plurality of .cons that can be 
selected by a user from a display on a mobile terminal, the method con prising th ; steps 
of: 
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(a) receiving a plurality of messages from message sources; 

(b) receiving a first profile containing context values that are sp-^cific to tre user 
of the mobile terrninal; 

(c) comparing one or more characteristics associated with each c f the plurality of 
messages to one or more of the first profile context values; 

(d) determining a proximity associated with each message source in relaion to 
the mobile terminal; 

(e) associating an icon with each of the plurality of messages; 

(f) representing, in a priority section of the display, a first icon corresponding to i 
message having one or more characteristics that best match the one or more context 
values of the first profile using a display format that is enlarged m relati on to othe * icons 
in the priority section; and 

(g) representing, in a proximity section of the display, a seconc. icon 
corresponding to a message source having the closest proximity using a display format 
that is enlarged in relation to other icons in the proximity sectio n, whenrin the proximity 
section is separately located from the priority section on the display . 

21 . (Original) The method of claim 20, further comprising the sisp of rece ving a 
second profile containing context values that are specific to the use r of the nobile 
terminal, and wherein step (c) comprises comparing one or mors characteristics 
associated with each of the plurality of messages to one or more ot the first profile 
context values and to one or more of the second profile context val les to defcjrmine 
classifications for each of the messages. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 20, further including the step of: 

deleting a received message when one or more characteristics o 'the message do 
not match the context values. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 20, further comprising the stps of: 

(h) receiving a second profile containing context values that a e specific to the 
user of the mobile terminal; and 
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(i) receiving a selection of the first ox second profiles from the user of the : nobile 
terminal. 

24. (Currently Amended) A mobile terminal comprising: 
a display capable of displaying graphical icons; 

a user input device that permits a user of the mobile terminal to s» ;lect one o ; more 
of the graphical icons displayed on the display, and 

a processor programmed with computer-executable instructions tiat, when 
executed, perform the steps comprising:

display format in response to detennining that information contained in e first recei ved 
message matches a user-specified context value; and 

means for displaying on the display device at least a second icon n an enlarged 
display format in response to detennining that the proximity of a source ; ssociated *rith a 
second received message is in closer proximity than the sources associated with oth er 
received messages , wherein the second icon is displayed in a different re non on thv 
display device than the first icon .

27. (Currently Amended) A mobile tenninal comprising: 

a receiving circuit that receives a plurality of messages containing ; information 
relating to a particular service that is potentially available to a user of the mobile 
terminal; 

a message storage area that stores the plurality of messages; 
a display unit capable of displaying graphical icons; 
a context matching function that: 

compares information extracted from each of the plurality of messages to 
one or more context values;

causes a second set of graphical icons corresponding to tb 5 message i to 
displayed on the display unit with at least one dimension that is determined by the 
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proximity ranki ng, wherein the first set of graphical icons is displayed in a 
different region on the display unit than the second set of graphic; J icons . 

28. (Original) The mobile terminal of claim 27, further comprisii g a user ii put 
device configured to permit the user to change the one or more context v dues. 

29. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium containing computer- 
executable instructions for causing a mobile terminal to performing the s eps of: 

(a) receiving a plurality of messages from message sources; 

(b) comparing one or more characteristics associated with each ( f the plurality of 
messages to one or more context values that are specific to the user of the mobile 
terminal; 

(c) detenriimng a proximity associated with each message sou ce in rela ion to 
the mobile terminal;

30. (Currently Amended) A mobile terminal comprising a displa / on whicl : 

a first plurality of user-selectable icons are arranged in an order determined by a 
degree of matching between information corresponding to the respective ones of th 5 first 
plurality of icons and one or more context values; and 

a second plurality of user selectable icons arranged in an order determined t y a 
degree of physical proximity to the mobile terminal , wherein the second plurality o fuser 
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selectable icons is separately located from the first plurality of user selectable icons on 
the display . 

31 . (Original) The mobile terminal of claim 30, wherein one of tie first ph*:ality 
of icons is displayed in an enlarged format relative to others of the first p.urality icons, 
and wherein one of the second plurality of icons is displayed in an enlarged format 
relative to others of the second plurality of icons. 

32. (Currently Amended) A mobile terminal that receives a plura ity of messages 
from messages sources, the mobile terminal comprising: 

a display capable of displaying graphical icons; 

a user input device that permits a user of the mobile terminal to select one o ; more 
of the graphical icons displayed on the display, and 

a processor programmed with computer-executable instructions that, when 
executed, perform the steps comprising: 

(a) determining a proximity associated with each nnssage soi ree in 
relation to the mobile terminal; 

(b) associating an icon with each of the plurality of messages; and 

(c) representing, in a proximity section of the display, cons in an order 
selectively determined by distances between the mobile te rminal and the 
respective message sources or by times associated with correspording mess ages.

34. (Currently Amended) A method of displaying a plurality of icons that can be 
selected by a user from a display on a mobile terminal, the method comprising ths steps 
of: 

(a) receiving a plurality of messages from message sources; 
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(b) receiving a first profile containing context values that are specific to the user 
of the mobile terminal; 

(c) receiving a second profile containing context values that ars specific to the 
user of the mobile terminal; 

(d) comparing one or more characteristics associated with each c f the plurality of 
messages to one or more of the first profile context values and the secor d profile context 
values; 

(e) associating an icon with each of the plurality of messages; 

(f) representing, in a first priority section of the display, a first icon corresponding 
to a message having one or more characteristics that best match the one or more context 
values of the first profile using a display format that is enlarged in relation to other icons 
in the first priority section; and 

(g) representing, in a second priority section of the display a second icon 
corresponding to a message having one or more characteristics that best natch the one or 
more context values of the second profile using a display format tint is enlarged in 
relation to other icons in the second priority sectio n wherein the secont: priority section 
is separately located from the first priority section on the display . 

35. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , further incluc ing: 
(g) updating the arrangement of icons displayed on the display. 

36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein (g is performed in 
response movement of the mobile terminal. 

37. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein ;g) is perfDrmed 
periodically at the expiration of a time interval. 

38. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 20, f uther including 
determining whether a message received in (a) corresponds to the first pr >file. 
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39. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further including receiving 
minimum priority and maximum proximity values from the user. 

40. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further including determining 
relative minimum priority and maximum proximity values so that a predetermined 
number of icons will be displayed. 

41. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, where? n (c) comprises 
determining whether one or more characteristics satisfies an alarm value. 

42. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 41, further including activating 
an alarm when the one or more characteristics satisfies the alarm value.
